FIRST DAY 

Watertown, So. Dak,, October 18, 1905.

QUESTION TWENTY-TWO -“Who are the Superannuated Preachers?” 
— was taken up. D. W. Chamberlain, Lewis Hartsough, T. H. Walker, S. F. 
Brown, Thomas Wilkinson, Wm. Underwood, J. G. Hall, H. M. Springer, 
William O. Gram, Oliver Williams, were passed in character and continued 
in their present relation. 

A Letter of Greeting was read from Louis Hartsough, and J. O. Dobson 
was designated to make a fitting response on behalf of the Conference. 

Wm. Underwood addressed the Conference. The Conference joined in 
singing “How Firm a Foundation Ye Saints of the Lord.” 

Missions— The following resolutions, presented by the Presiding Elders, 
were adopted: 

Whereas, We note with gratitude to God the increased interest and activ- 
ity in World Evangelism, and the larger liberality — placing in the Missionary 
Treasury during the last three years a total surplus of $300,000.00; and 

Whereas, We recognize that among the most effective agencies in pro- 
ducing this added interest and liberality have been the Cleveland Missionary 
Convention, and the series of very successful State and Conference Conven- 
tions since held; and 

Whereas, We believe that Dakota Methodism would readily respond and 
receive large benefits from such a Convention held in our Conference; there- 
fore. 

Resolved, First, That we respectfully request our Missionary Society, 
through the Open Door Commission, to organize a great educational and in- 
spirational Missionary Convention for the Dakota Conference. 

Second, We further request the Commission to furnish the Convention 
the best equipped Missionary Exhibit circumstances will permit, and also 
such liberal supplies of literature, maps, charts, and other Missionary aids as 
in their judgment a successful convention ought to have. 

Third, That we cordially invite General Superintendents, Missionary 
Bishops, Secretaries, and other Missionary experts, as far as practicable, to 
participate in the platform work of said Conference Convention. 

Fourth, That we hereby express our sympathy and satisfaction with the 
aggressive campaign conducted by the Open Door Commission, and assure 
them a helpful co-operation in the special convention work contemplated in 
the Dakota Conference. 

Fifth, That for the organization and conduct of the Dakota Conference 
Missionary Convention, the Presiding Elders, District Missionary Secretaries, 
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and in addition one Minister and two laymen from each Presiding Elder’s 
district, nominated by the Cabinet, with the Field Secretary of the Kansas 
City Division, who shall be ex-officio a member, shall constitute the Conven- 
tion Executive Committee. 

Dr. J. B. Trimble addressed the Conference and announced that Bro. L. R. 
Erskine, of Highmore, would present one hundred copies of John R. Mott’s 
“Plea for Leadership” to the pastors of this Conference. The Conference ex- 
tended its thanks to Bro. Erskine for his gift, by a rising vote. 

Miss Nellie B. Prather, representative of Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, and Dr. Julius Smith addressed the Conference. 

A special committee on Home Missions and Church Extension was ap- 
pointed as follows: Duane Rifenbark, N. P. Johnson, I. P. Potter, A. S. Love- 
all, W. L, Meinzer. 

Dr. T. H. Youngman — The following resolution was introduced by 
Thos. Nicholson: 

Whereas, Rev. T. H. Youngman, D.D., an honored member ofdhis Confer- 
ence, this year completes fifty years of service in the ministry. 

Resolved, That we extend to him our hearty congratulations and that we 
invite him at his pleasure to preach a semi-centennial sermon at the next ses- 
sion of the Conference or to publish a volume of his sermons during the year, 
and we further call the attention of our Book Concern to the fact that Dr.

Prof. J. M. Hunter, a local preacher, was secured for the Conde appointment, 
which he has been filling with success. 

Rev. E. E. Smith, who was appointed to Bristol and Butler, served that 
charge faithfully for three-fourths of the year and then decided to cast in his 
lot with the Congregationalists. With these exceptions, the charges have 
been served faithfully through the year by the Ministers appointed at Confer- 
ence. 

Material improvements have been made in many of the places. Paint 
and paper tastefully put on have added to the beauty and joy of worship in 
our religious homes. The remainder of the debt on the parsonage at Britton 
was paid in June and the mortgage was burned by the pastor in the presence 
of a large number of rejoicing people. 

The church at Roscoe, the interest of whose debt amounted to nearly as 
much as the debt itself, was sold for $500 and the money paid to the Church 
Extension Society who generously forgave the interest and were happy to 
get the principal. The society died out a few years ago. Now new ones 
moving in, an old local preacher mortgaged his farm to buy the church. The 
people rallied to his support and expended some $200 in renovating the build- 
ing. When the church was reopened a few weeks since by the Presiding 
Elder, twenty old Methodists who had been browsing around in Calvinistic 
pastures came home and the outlook is bright for a flourishing society that 
will soon repurchase the church building. 

The people and pastor of Groton will soon rejoice in the payment of the 
$600 parsonage debt. At Conde, a new parsonage is under way. 
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N. P. Johnson, of Selby, voluntarily undertook, and with a grant of $200 
from the Church Extension Society, has succeeded in paying a mortgage of 
over $600 on our church at Pollock, that was about to be foreclosed, thus res- 
cuing a good property from the hands of the Philistines. Frankfort, on the 
Doland charge, easily secured a subscription of $500 and now wishes to be a 
separate charge with a pastor of its own. 

The Sunday School work on the District has improved during the year. 
Certain so-called Sunday School workers of another denomination have been 
perniciously active in the contemptible work of proselyting. 

The Epworth Leagues have done good work this year and in some places 
have become a powerful ally of the minister. 

But one of the brethren has stooped to serve tables and trodden God’s 
commission in the market place. The ministers have been faithful and self 
sacrificing. In the eager haste for material things, in the rush and scramble 
after land, men of the earth have become more earthy and, wanting the earth, 
have ceased in that degree to seek the heavenly, and to avoid future contin- 
gencies have put their religion in their wife’s name. Yet in the midst of 
this hungering after the flesh pots of Egypt these men with whom we have 
been privileged to labor have not ceased to call in the name of God their peo- 
ple up to a higher moral standard of integrity and worth. 

Death, “that comes when it will come,’’ came to the home of Bro. Johnson 
of Selby and the little' child, that had but touched the long stream of time, 
passed beyond our vision. Also the son of Father Brown, a superannuated 
Minister of this Conference, passed away during the year. 

The benevolent collections, that have steadily increased for five years, 
will be larger than ever this year. 

Finally, brethren, that which is of the most importance has not been neg- 
lected. There is no excuse for our existence as a church unless souls are 
saved and believers edified. During the summer a union tent meeting was 
held in Aberdeen with good results. Some eighty persons professed conver- 
sion. At the east appointment on the Langford charge some twenty-five were 
converted, and while but two of this number joined our church, being Luth- 
erans to begin with, yet the work remains and the whole neighborhood felt 
the gracious power of the Spirit. This is the overflow of Methodism, with- 
out which other churches would have been plucked up root and branch long 
ago. A tent meeting at Selby in July resulted in thirty accessions to the 
church. "We felt like crying, “To your tents, Olsrcal.’’ 

A revival meeting at Groton led by the pastor was productive of much 
good. A number of conversions resulted from meetings in Frederick. At 
Northville some six or eight weeks, meetings were held with the "Wesleyan 
brethren. The Conde church was led into a much higher spiritual condition 
than had been known in its history in the meetings held during the winter, 
and the church at Bristol has had an increase of its membership of about one- 
third. 

Fortune, the fickle dame, has smiled upon our people most of the time for 
six years. The number of parsonages has been doubled in six years and their 
valuation multiplied by three and a half. The salaries have increased from 
$8000 to $14000, while the benevolent collections have nearly doubled. 
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I have no tale of hardship to bring of labor or suffering. For six years I 
have met both in Ministers and laymen a royal manhood and womanhood 
whose kindness and friendship I shall ever prize. No facts or figures can 
set forth the labors and achievements of the preachers of the Aberdeen dis- 
trict. That which they have given cannot be counted in dollars and cents. 
Their very lives have been wrought into their work for good. 

Material results seem sometimes to overshadow the spiritual; but beyond 
all visible results of the year’s work and of infinitely more value to us, to the 
Church and to the world, is that living Christian faith and spiritual life 
which is overcoming evil with good and moving on to certain victory.

HURON DISTRICT 

The Huron District comprises the heart of the state. Our young Capital 
is located within its bounds. We report twenty-four charges and hope to 
make it twenty-five next year. Four of these appointments are entirely off 
the railroads and are extensive circuits. Every point has been manned for 
at least a part of the year. 

ThB Ministers. — There has not been a shirk or a disloyal spirit in the 
whole two dozen. A large per cent of them are efficient workers and the 
remainder are growing into greater usefulness. Several of our younger men 
propose to take advanced work in some of our higher schools of learning. It 
does not take long for any wide awake Minister to learn that our bright, en- 
terprising people need and demand intelligent leadership, and we are train- 
ing and developing a class of young men whose purpose is to secure the best 
preparation for the work demanded here. 

The People. — Onr laymen have established an enviable reputation for 
themselves on more than one line. They are a broad-minded, generous, en- 
terprising class of men and women. Our laymen are able and willing to 
meet the legitimate financial demands made upon them. The iudications of a 
change for the better in the spiritual life of the church are not lacking. In 
many places they are saying “We must have a revival.” We want a better 
type of religion on Huron District. We are more concerned about the grade 
of life in our churches than numbers. 

We have sought diligently to have a revival on every charge, and salva- 
tion in every professedly Christian ’home at least. At Huron, Pierre, Red- 
field, St. Lawrence, Wessington Springs, Alpena, DeSmet and Faulkton pre- 
cious results have been realized from well directed efforts to save men. I 
am glad to say that conversions were reported at other points, the showing I 
trust will be encouraging. We must undertake this glorious mission of soul 
winning in more desperate and tremendous earnestness to win signal tri- 
umphs in South Dakota. 

We have undertaken to build up our Epworth and Junior Leagues, and 
have met with much encouragement. Our membership has been increased, 
and our Leagues have entered into richer experience. The Sunday evening 
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meetings with many Leagues have been deeply devotional. Our District 
League Convention, held at Huron, was in every way one of the best ever 
held in the state. Several of our Junior Leagues are among the 
first in membership in the Conference. Our Junior League at Gettysburg, 
numbering 75 members, surpasses any I have ever visited in the West. This 
is one of the most important and most encouraging departments of the church. 

We have been deeply concerned about our Sunday School work. Have 
introduced into nearly every school our own literature; have sought diligent- 
ly for Christian teachers, yet the outcome of this year’s work has been disap- 
pointing. My fear is, that our Sunday School workers lack great definite 
aims. Three things should be ever before the superintendent and his corps 
of teachers: Thoro training of the pupils in the word of God, enlistment of 
the young people in the World’s Missionary Campaign, — and I would to this 
end place Dr. Goucher’s leaflet in the hands of the teachers — third, and most 
important of all, the clear conversion of the last member of the school. 

We have aimed to secure a devotional spirit in our Ladies’ Aid Societies, 
and here the results have been most gratifying. My observation leads me to 
believe that nothing wiser was done at the last session of the General Con- 
ference than the introduction of the President of the Ladies’ Aid into the 
Quarterly Conference membership. Through this organization, we are add- 
ing beautiful womanhood to our church membership. It would much in- 
crease our joy in the work could we have a W. F. M. S. on every charge. 
I am pleased to say we have advanced toward that end this year. 

We have made war on church debts and have overwhelmingly defeated 
some of them. Notably at Faulkton, St. Lawrence, Wessington Springs and 
Redfield. Faulkton undertook the task of raising an old and mammoth $1,- 
900 debt, that had defeated every attempt in that direction for years. Pastor 
MacBeth, blind to all difficulties, summoned his officials together and an- 
nounced that the thing was to be done, and not so much as a shadow of it 
can be found anywhere. 

St. Lawrence, on the Miller charge, has paid its entire debt; Redfield has 
reduced its debt to a large extent, and Wessington Springs has paid many 
hundred dollars on the indebtedness there. Alpena has transformed its 
church into a beautiful structure, built a fine new bam, improved its parson- 
age, at a total cost of about $1,200. Huron has undertaken the building of an 
exceptionally commodious and attractive parsonage, which is well on toward 
completion, and extensive improvements have been made in and around the 
church. The entire cost will exceed $4,000. Virgil has secured subscriptions, 
and just let the contract for a new $2,000 church. 

Other small debts have been paid, and improvements in church property 
made. 

The campaign in the interest of Memorial Hall has been pushed with a 
fair degree of success. Dakota Wesleyan has a large place in the hearts of 
our people, as is indicated by their attitude toward it, and the students they 
send. 

I believe we have paid more than any other District outside of Mitchell 
toward the Woman’s Professorship. Our benevolences have been faithfully 
looked after on most charges, but some pastors have failed and that brings us 
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below our apportionment on some things. The case of Wessington Springs is 
exceptional — $500 was raised there for missions and all other claims fully 
met. 'Without exception, when our officials have been asked to surrender 
the Missionary moneys apportioned to them when it was under $100 they 
have cheerfully made the concession without loss to the pastor. 

Our new work across the Big River deserves brief mention. We have a 
pastor in Stanley county, Bro. R. V. Pike. The writer visited that field a few 
days ago and conducted the first Sacramental service ever held in Stanley 
county. This is indeed a great field. Stanley county is 110 miles long by 
75 miles in width. The extreme points served by our preacher are 50 miles 
apart. We are now preaching in five places, and have one class of 16 mem- 
bers organized. The Northwestern is pushing its line to the Hills through 
this county, and numerous settlers will claim those regions before many 
months. I learn that all available claims arc taken for 80 miles west of Pierre. 
We must be there to care for the on-coming multitudes. It will be of interest 
to you to know that the people arc so anxious to hear the Gospel that they 
will come from 12 to 16 miles to the services. 

Finally, we come to you, brethren, very grateful to our Heavenly father 
for the blessings of the year. But one of our number has crossed the Great 
Divide, a sweet little boy from the home of Brother and Sister Gathers. Some 
have suffered severe illness, our Sister Hartung coming near to the Gates of 
Death, but her life has been spared, and she is with us at this session of the 
Conference. Our farmers and merchants have been prosperous, and our 
churches have made substantial progress. We find ourselves at the close of 
the year in the midst of a white harvest and under Divine favor we hope to 
glean many sheaves for the Master in the days near at hand.

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MITCHELL DISTRICT 

It is with mingled feelings of misgiving and thankfulness that I appear 
before you today to make my first annual report for the Mitchell District. 
There is so very much to be done in fields already white to the harvest and 
so little gathered in during the year that one’s heart sinks down at the con- 
templation; but when we reflect that some progress has been made on nearly 
every charge, we thank God, take courage and go ahead, for larger ingather- 
ing and a more glorious day. We are setting our faces on the Mitchell Dis- 
trict toward Pentecost, believing that salvation must come that way. Con- 
tact with power is the key to Dakota’s redemption. 

Our Conference ScAooZ— Dakota Wesleyan University is a school] of 
which every Methodist may well be proud and for which we all may be 
truly thankful. A noble Christian college, presided over by a faculty of 
Christian ladies and gentlemen of high scholarly attainments — it is winning 
a very enviable reputation as is shown by the fact that it has the largest and 
we think the finest student body in the state. 

Dakota Wesleyan University has entered upon a great career. Its plans 
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for the future are large, but we believe they have been mapped out by the 
hand of an educational seer; and in the good success already attained we see 
the Lord’s eamerst of the glorious things that are in store for our aspiring in- 
stitution. But there is one thing that the Methodists of South Dakota ought 
to do at once for their institution. They ought to free it of debt before Jan- 
uary 1, 1906. If each charge would raise $100 on the average, this could be 
done; and if the preachers and presiding elders will rise up and say it shall 
be done, it will be done, and the college will then be free to press forward in 
as noble a career as ever opened before an institution of learning. Why can 
we not have a two months’ campaign on every charge and make the college a 
Christmas present of $10,000.00? This would be the biggest and the best thing 
ever done by South Dakota Methodism. We have come to the foot of the 
grade, — South Dakota is looking on. Will we climb it? By the help of God, 
we can do this very thing. Will we do it? This need net interfere with our 
evangelistic campaigns. The more salvation we have the easier it will be to 
get the money and the more money we get for the Lord’s work, the more and 
the greater will be the outpouring from on High. The time has come for ac- 
tion. 

The Charges . — Mitchell has had another great year. Received on proba- 
tion 60; by letter 81; present membership 550, probationers 43. Educational 
collection $750; Missions $650; W. F. M. S. $391; Total $2041. A new and 
much larger church planned for, costing upwards of $25,000. 

Alexandria, $400 for missions; sixteen students in D. W. U.; one young 
man called to be a missionary and two to the ministry. A high state of 
spirituality. Bro. Chappell removes to Hot Springs for health reasons. 

Artesian, a good year, many conversions, faithful service rendered. Pas- 
tor’s return desired. 

Armour has had a broken year. Bro. Webster transferred to New York 
and for the past six months C. L. Fillebrown has done acceptable service. 

Bard and Riverside have been faithfully served, special revival efforts 
made and good accomplished. Bridgwater has enjoyed a year of peace and 
some prosperity. Canistota, indebtedness has been diminished, and mem- 
bership strengthened and a good atmosphere maintained. 

Chamberlain has been self-supporting for the first time in its history. 
The year has been a trying one but Methodism has held its own in spite of 
strong competition. 

La Roche has been supplied by Ex-State Senator J. H. Close, one of our 
strong local preachers, whom we would gladly see remain in the regular work. 

Delmont has enjoyed a prosperous year. The membership largely in- 
creased, old difficulties removed and a new church built at Wagner — a real 
triumph. Dudley circuit has been served by Wm. Mason, who takes work in 
the Black Hills Mission. 

Fairfax and Bonesteel circuit has had a somewhat unfortunate year. Re- 
movals and death seriously weakened the Fairfax church. Late in the year 
Bonesteel was entered by our Rosebud missionary and a hopeful work opened. 
Rev. S. H. Montgomert in two and one-half months succeeded in organizing 
churches at Gregory, Carlock and Herrick in the Rosebud territory. Under 
the leadership of I. P. Potter, our faithful missionary to Lyman county, some 
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sixteen preaching places have been opened and three permanent circuits es- 
tablished. This is a promising field. 

Fulton and Farmer have enjoyed genuine growth along all lines. Nearly 
$3 per member for missions. Geddes was well served for a time by Norman 
McLeod who transferred to Northern New York. For the past three months 
Rev. J. E. Lombard, a transfer from East Maine Conference, has served the 
charge. Indebtedness to the amount of $1,250 has been paid, $150 expended 
in heavy furniture and the pastor’s salary raised to $1000. 

Howard is on the up-grade, spiritual interest is increasing, revival spirit 
manifest, all lines of work faithfully done. Mt. Vernon has enjoyed a good 
two years’ pastorate. Bro. L. MacLean leaves his mark on the charge in the 
shape of a fine parsonage, with many other improvements, both temporal and 
spiritual. A new appointment has been added to this charge. 

After the departure of S. E. Boselly, Kimball was served by C. Boyd 
Jones from Maryland. Letcher has had a reasonably good year. W. S. Scott 
will attend school next year. 

Parkston and Ethan after the resignation of James Crowther, were served 
by H. H. Weak until June 12, when C. M. Knight was given Parkston. Both 
men have done splendid service. Ethan raised $4.40 per member for missions; 
improvements $200. Parkston improved its church edifice $100. 

Plankinton has been ably served, with telling effect upon the life of the 
community. The pastor’s return is desired for the sixth year. In Platte we 
have a strong, live, growing church, pervaded by a beautiful atmosphere of 
Christian love and grace. 

Cords have been lengthened and stakes strengthened for the enlarged 
life of the church at Salem. $1.70 per member for missions. Good, safe, 
strong work has been done at Scotland. $1.60 per member for missions. 
Springfield has enjoyed a good year. Faithful work has been done and de- 
sirable spiritual and temporal results have been accomplished. 

Tyndall is distinguished among all the charges of the district by the erec- 
tion of a $6,700 church. Great credit due pastor and people. The Tripp 
charge has had an unfortunate year. For six months past it has been faith- 
fully served by Bro. R. N. Kratz. White Lake has been well served by Bro. 
C. E. Logsdon who on account of health reasons asks for a supernumerary 
relation. 

Woonsocket, a large increase in membership, a splendid benevolent re- 
port, substantial improvements on the property, and a beloved daughter of 
the pastor dedicated to the missionary service. The little country circuit, 
Bever and Fairview, has been acceptably served. 

Finally, the crying need of the District is more power from on High. One 
great practical proposition is the grafting of every tender scion into the vine. 
This will give us a glorious church in the years to come. It is the only way 
in which the world’s redemption can be accomplished.

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SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT 

The year now passing into history has been a gracious one for the Sioux 
Falls District, in general temporal prosperity. It has been a year of peace 
and harmony among the churches and a period of marked merciful preserva- 
tion among the families of our Ministers. 

The first item of note, chronologically, is the reopening and rededicating 
of our property at Yankton, October 30. President Thomas Nicholson h 

preached and managed the finances. The entire debt was provided for, seek- | 

ers were at the altar and the glory of the Lord filled the house. On Sunday, 2 

December 18, occurred the reopening of our church building at Hartford. | 

Thirteen hundred dollars’ worth of improvements had been made and on ded- i 

ication day the needed balance was cheerfully raised. A cozy little cottage I 

has been purchased at Colton for the pastor’s home, costing $850. I 

Minor improvements as follows: On church buildings: Exterior paint- 
ing at Irene, Valley Springs, Egan and Elk Point; interior decoration at 
Montrose, Davis, Dell Rapids and at Wellman. On parsonages there have 
been interior improvements at Montrose, Sioux Falls First Church, Egan, 
Colman and Lennox and external improvements at Elk Point. 

The following changes from the printed list of appointments should be 
noted: J. C. Bigelow was transferred to the North Dakota Conference and 
W. I. Torbert, from the same Conference, was transferred to us and stationed 
at Wakonda. Wm. Bartle has supplied Irene during the year. G. C. Walker, 
supply, served the Marion charge until March, when he was succeeded by F. 

N. Churchill. Bro. Churchill concluded his labors there September 25. Bro. 

J. B. Dibble of Parker is always the faithful substitute at this point during 
the too frequent periods between pastors. W. E. Shugg, Lennox, has been 2 

preaching also at Davis since early in August, when J. W. Lucas resigned his 
work and went to Minnesota. 

At the recent session of the Iowa Conference, N. A. Swickard was trans- 
ferred to that body and A. S. Loveall of the same Conference was transferred 
to us and appointed to Canton. 

Some excellent revivals have been reported during the year, among 
which should be named Pleasant Valley, Richland, Centerville Colman, Col- 
ton, Gayville, Hartford, Spring Valley, Lennox, Clear Lake, Parker, Vermil- 
lion, Wakonda and Yankton. Union meetings were held at Dell Rapids, 
Madison, Sioux Falls and Valley Springs. Evangelists were employed in six 
of the meetings enumerated. Tent meetings have been held at Benclare and 
at Wakonda. At Elk Point, also at Worthing, the pastors have conducted 
Sunday evening street meetings with encouraging attendance and we hope 
good results. 

I do sincerely hope for and recommend an Aggressive Evangelistic For- 
ward Movement throughout the district during the coming year. Oh, 
that this might be not merely in creed or languid hope, but in actual ex- 
perience, in prayer and preaching and personal work, the paramount issue in 
this new auspicious year! 

The District Missionary Campaign should receive more than passing no- 
tice. It followed the great Dakota-Northwest Iowa Missionary Convention 
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to which this district sent 65 delegates, who returned fired anew or for the 
first time with missionary enthusiasm. A plan of campaign was inaugurated 
which began early in April and continued parts of three weeks. The dis- 
trict was divided into six convenient groups of five and six charges each, and 
each preaching place on each charge was visited by two or three speakers. 
Printed plans were published by each group chairman and were circulated 
freely. Services on each charge began on Sunday when the pulpits were 
supplied by visiting pastors, also by other visiting speakers on Monday and 
Tuesday evenings. The brethren wrought faithfully and well. They pre- 
pared strong, new, up-to-date addresses, and went wherever sent in true 
Methodist loyalty. It was a lively time and our Missionary collection is 
$800 larger than last year, as a result of it. The Presiding Elder spoke twen- 
ty-nine times on missions during the campaign. 

Profitable district meetings were held in the fall and spring as usual. 
The spring meeting was the third annual union with the Mitchell district. 
District Secretary Dr. J. B. Trimble, and Dr.W. A. Mains of Foo-Chow, China, 
were with us. 

By unanimous action of the Quarterly Conference of this district, the 
Presiding Elder will call a real disciplinary District Conference the coming 
year. 

We have two Deaconesses in this district both of whom will appear be- 
fore the Conference Board of Deaconesses this year, duly recommended, ask- 
ing for licenses. I am sure our work can but be strengthened by the conse- 
crated labors of these elect women. Sisters Neyhart and Tanzy. 

The Canton Epworth Assembly under the able management of Superin- 
tendent N. A. Swickard had a most successful season this year. Despite un- 
favorable weather and floods, the interest was deep and enthusiastic, the at- 
tendance excellent, and the treasurer’s surplus about $400. The District Ep- 
worth League Convention was held at the same time and place, and the con- 
vention and institute work were pronounced helpful. Several group Epworth 
League rallies have been held and have proven profitable. These should be 
multiplied. There is great need of a general toning up in the religious meet- 
ings of our chapters. I am glad to note that a few Leagues maintain a Bible 
Study or a Mission Study class or both. There are at present thirty-two 
chapters in the district. 

Our Junior Leagues are doing excellent work in most cases. We have 
eighteen chapters, three of which are new this year. Some are thoroughly or- 
ganized and doing creditable work in all departments. 

One new Methodist Sabbath School has been organized, making fifty-one 
for the district. Forty-eight of these are using our own excellent literature, 
while, alas, but twenty-eight are yet organized into Missionary Societies! 

I believe the statistics will show some improvement in the scale of min- 
isterial support this year, and for the most part well paid up. Partly be- 
cause of meagre support, I have been obliged to make several student ap- 
pointments, these however, in cases where charges have been weakened and 
impoverished by removals. 

I wish to record my highest appreciation of the universal faithfulness of 
the brethren to their great responsibilities. 
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With thankfulness for victories and ceaseless praise for opportunities, 
this report is respectfully submitted.

WATERTOWN DISTRICT 

In this first report, due recognition of the effective service of my imme- 
diate predecessor is cheerfully given. If universal esteem evidences success, 
then was he successful. There is one district with one term, at least, where 
the office of Presiding Elder is not considered a superfluity. If Bro. Rifen- 
bark escapes the woe of the gospel, it will be because some little fellow in 
some obscure place may not have commended everything he did. It does 
seem that all men speak well of him. 

The appointments made at last Conference remained intact for the entire 
year. Soon after Conference, N. S. Sanderson was secured for Aurora and 
Elkton, left to be supplied. Half the year had elapsed before T. K. Holliday 
was appointed to Vienna, left to be supplied. Both these brethren have been 
busy here and there, trying to shepherd the little flocks. 

Of the pastors and their families it may be said, good health, as a rule, 
has prevailed; some sickness, but not serious; death has claimed none, but in- 
fant voices, crying in the night, have been heard anew in five parsonage 
homes. 

This district lies in the northeast part of the Conference, contains six 
whole counties and parts of three more. Five systems of railroads traverse 
this territory. There are twenty-five pastoral charges and forty-nine preach- 
ing points. All stations and heads of circuits are on railroads. Among the 
charges are eight county seats. Longest trip to make an appointment and re- 
turn, 280 miles; longest time for a trip, five days; longest drive on Sunday to 
make out appointments, 37 miles. There are twenty-five pastors. Twenty- 
one have each one wife and four have not even one. These men have done 
good work. Judged by any standard they will not scale the same. Some ex- 
cel on the material side and make good showings in statistics. Others are 
more effective in pulpit ministrations, others have rich fruitage in conver- 
sion of sinners. Some are all round and have good success in all lines of 
pastoral labor. Would there were more of these, but since their number is 
limited, those less successful are indispensable. 

The chief work of the church is to build up believers and save sinners. 
The interest in evangelistic effort has grown during the year, special revival 
services being held at Arlington, Bruce, Big Stone, Bradley, Castlewood, 
Clear Lake, Wilmot, Garden City, Gary, Hazel, Henry, Watertown, Lake 
Preston, Milbank, Sisseton, Webster, White, White Rock. These meetings 
all did good, resulting in conversions, varying from a few to a hundred or 
more. Many believers were enriched in their experience and others entered 
into the experience of perfect love. White Rock had the greatest number of 
conversions and one hundred accessions to the church. 100 conversions on 
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White charge; 40 on Garden City; 40 on Hazel; 35 at Milbank; 43 at Webster. 
A better day has dawned on Castlewood. A tent meeting was held in July 
with Bro. Isaac and Henry sisters in charge, 38 conversions. This charge 
should be well cared for and a strong church can be developed in this county 
seat. 

On improvements and repairs, only a few instances are given. A new 
bell at Bruce and Hazel, new pews in chureh at Bradley, cement sidewalks 
and parsonage repainted at Clear Lake, painting and decorating the interior 
of the church at Watertown. Much needed repairs and improvements made 
on church at White Rock. 

Some Success in Building. — Brookings dedicated a $20,000 church, Decem- 
ber 18, 1904, the best church in the Conference. No doubt you will be invit- 
ed to hold your next session in this new church. Brookings has raised for 
all purposes more than $11,000 during the year. 

The Fourth Quarterly Conference of Garden City decided to displace the 
present church building with a new one, costing not less than $4,000, with 
modern conveniences. As a result of a gracious revival at Bailey’s Lake on 
Garden City Circuit, a new church will be erected. Peever on the Sisseton 
charge has bought lots and ordered the material for a new church. A well 
planned, ten room parsonage, with all modern conveniences, is the new home 
of the pastor at Watertown. A new church at Elrod on Henry charge is in 
course of erection. Allen and Teare, two points on White Rock charge, have 
joined forces, bought lots and will build a new church. The parsonage at 
Gary was completed early in the year and remains a suggestive object lesson 
for the present pastor. Clark has secured an excellent home for their 
Preacher. Some payments have been made on church debts. 

The various benevolent enterprises of the church have had fair attention. 
Some charges will have small reports for even small charges. Most of the 
charges will make excellent reports. It is proper to make mention of the 
faithful and effective service of the Ladies’ Aid Society. The best financial 
report was made by the Brookings Ladies’ Aid, some seven hundred dollars. 
Clear Lake and Milbank made excellent showings. 

Personally, the year has been most pleasant. My health was never bet- 
ter. Failed to meet one preaching service on account of storm. Have aver- 
aged about five days per week out on the field. Have not been absent from 
the district a single Sabbath. Held all the quarterly conferences but two. 
The brethren have been good, no complaints touching conduct or character 
have needed attention. The universal kindness and co-operation of the pas- 
tors and laymen have made the service of the year a delight. Providence has 
dealt gently with the youngest and least of the Presiding Elders. So much 
of retrospect. Indulge a brief statement of prospect for the coming year. 
Several churches will be built. An earnest effort will be made to vitalize the 
Epworth League Chapters and make them more effective in the aggressive 
work of the church. The field white to the harvest is the Sabbath School. 
The growing interest in the spiritual culture of the children gives promise of 
a more constant supply of active membership in the church. It will be ex- 
pected of the Presiding Elder of this district to accomplish some greater re- 
sults in the organization, efficiency, spiritual life and evangelism in the Sab- 
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bath Schools. Every pastor is planning for special revival services early in 
the year. 

Brethren, the only and greatest need is to let God have His will and way 
in and through us. This will make the church clear as the sun, fair as the 
morn and terrible as an army with banners. Your brother throws down the 
challenge for the greatest year of our Conference.

REPORT OF DAKOTA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY 

We are glad to report a most prosperous year. The net enrollment of the 
i students for the college year 1904-5 was 463, an increase of thirty-four per 

; cent, over the previous year. At your Conference session last year we report- 

1 ed an enrollment at that date for the fall term of 270; we are able to report 

? 382, an increase of 112 over last year at this time, and not only is the general 

! increase about 40 per cent., but the increase in the students in the four col- 

lege classes, which after all is the best test of the growth of a college, is about 
50 per cent. It would take too much of your time to represent the various 
* additions to the faculty. In all there are twenty-two teachers at this date, 

r We may say without any fear of boasting that no college west of Chicago 

shows a stronger, more practical, or really able faculty at the present hour 
than your Conference college. We are open to any inspection on this line 
I without fear of a judgment to our disadvantage by unprejudiced parties. You 

? may send your young people with the clear confidence that they will get as 

good as can be had in the way of instruction and of helpful moral and re- 
I; ligious influence at Dakota Wesleyan. 

! There was a gratifying increase in the Conference collections last year, 

\ though they still fell $1700 short of the apportionment. As we have no en- 

I dowment, it is of the greatest importance that this fifty cents per member 

! should be raised in full everywhere possible. We were able to pay all ex- 

penses last year, and have a slight balance in the treasury. But there was a 
j deficit of $3400 from the years before, so that the Conference collection just 

I evened this up. Your collection this fall will be needed to pay up for the 

' past year. We hope soon to be able to reach the point where the collection 

! received at the Conference will be in the nature of cash in hand, for the cx- 

i penses of the coming year, and this is possible if every dollar of the collec- 

1 tion is raised. The Board of Trustees, as at present constituted, is a most 

representative body of men, and is commanding the confidence of the people 
in the state and outside of the state. The religious interest has been pro- 
nounced. More than one hundred students professed conversion during the 
past year, and several have united with the church since the opening of this 
college year in response to the urgent invitation given. At the first college 
service of the year fully 90 per cent, of the students responded to the plea of 
the president to lead a religious life for this year, and many of these were 
students not openly Christian heretofore. 

The library has been greatly increased by the addition of valuable books. 
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The science equipment has been more than trebled. The college buildings 
have been improved and beautified; the conveniences for the teachers have 
been multiplied. The music department has had five additional pianos pur* 
chased and paid for, with the exception of one which is being paid on the in- 
stallment plan. A new well has been placed in the boiler house, which not 
only gives a more ample supply of water, but affords additional fire protec- 
tion and excellent drinking water, and many other things have been done 
which indicate progress. 

We call attention to the summer school. It is intended to make this one 
of the great features of the institution. We briefly emphasize the following: 

First, the teaching will be fully equal to that during the year, and all ar- 
rangements of the regular college session will be available for the summer 
session. It will be so adjusted that a full half year’s work may be done be- 
tween April 1st and August 1st. Second, lectures and outside advantages of 
that sort will be amply provided. Third, full courses of study will be out- 
lined in the new edition of the catalogue to be issued Nov. 1st. Fourth, one 
feature of this summer school will be a recognition of the loyalty and service 
of the pastors, who more than other men have helped to achieve the splendid 
results of the year. As a recognition of this service, special courses will be 
provided in two sections of three weeks each. Each three weeks will be 
complete in itself; there will be for regular probationers or pastors in the 
Conference no tuition or incidental fee excepting $1.00. Board will be fur- 
nished to members of the Conference who may come, at actual cost of about 
$2.00 per week. We shall aim to find rooms at the very lowest possible rate, 
so that the ministers who can arrange to leave their charges for three weeks §\ 

will be able to spend this time in study at the University for a total expense 
of not more than $10.00 or $15.00. The courses will include Bible Study, 

History, Political Science, and other work of that sort especially adapted to 
preachers, as well as a series of lectures of special interest to pastors. A full 
outline of this work will be sent each pastor soon after January first. 

The University has suffered the loss by death of one of its trustees, Mr. 

L. H. Clybome of Mound City. He was a good man, liberal in his spirit and 
devoted to the University. During the year two members of the board have 
tendered their resignations by reason of their transfer to other Conferences, 

Dr. W. H. Jordan and Dr. N. A. Swickard. Both of these brothers have given 
long and faithful service to the college and are deserving of our heartiest 
thanks. 

The President recently visited the Black Hills mission and presented the 
interests of the University. He was most cordially received and in view of 
the railroads now building across the central part of the state they carried 
out a plan to which they have for a number of years been committed, namely, 
that of adopting the Dakota Wesleyan University as their college whenever 
those railroad extensions were assured. The report of the Committee on Edu- 
cation recommending this action at this time was unanimously and cordially 
adopted and by this action the institution at Mitchell becomes the sole col- 
lege of Methodism for the whole state of South Dakota with its 76,000 square 
miles. It gives us a superb opportunity, but it puts upon the managment of 
Dakota Wesleyan and upon its friends, an almost appalling responsibility. 
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Wc shall put our requests in very brief form. We hope for the splendid 
loyalty of the past to continue during the coming year. Then we hope that 
it may be the pride of every minister and layman to raise in full the fifty 
cents per member for the general expense collection. We wish the watch- 
word of the Conference might be, “No blanks, and no deficiency in this col- 
lection.” Wc further request the hearty co-operation of the pastor whose 
charge has not raised in full the $2.00 per member for Memorial Hall, and 
urge him to make a strenuous effort to bring up the deficiency in this fund. 
There are many charges having from eight to twenty students, largely as the 
result of the efforts of pastor and laymen in those towns. We hope this ex- 
ample will become contagious, and that there- will be a healthful rivalry 
among the charges as to which can have the largest representation at the Uni- 
versity. Wc further invite the hearty co-operation of pastors and laymen in 
each charge in securing larger sums from individual men who may be visited 
by the president or the college secretary. We fear that after every effort has 
been made on the $2.00 plan, and these personal solicitations have been made, 
wc shall still lack, as stated in Dr. Dobson’s report, nearly $10,000 for Me- 
morial Hall, the heating plant, the sewerage system, and these other improve- 
ments. This grows out of the fact that few of the charges have raised their 
two dollars a member. While some have more than met their apportion- 
ment, the majority have fallen short. The agent has toiled faithfully and 
continuously, but still we lack $15,000. There are twenty charges on which 
this last campaign has not been made. These include some of our largest and 
wealthiest charges, where pressing local interests have kept us out of the 
field. 

We have raised nearly nine thousand dollars and money has been saved 
on some items, such as the sewerage, so that we ask for $10,000 less than last 
year, though only a little less than $9,000 has been raised. The interest is now 
$3,000 a year, so that wc should act quickly. At the rate of accomplishment 
the last year, the remaining twenty charges would not add quite $5,000 of this 
amotmt and we should conclude the canvass at least $10,000 short.

EDUCATION 

We note with pleasure the growth of our educational institutions, and 
the increased emphasis placed upon post-graduate and extension courses. 

We most heartily commend the work for higher Christian education 
which is being accomplished by the Board of Education, and especially ap- 
prove the emphasis which is being laid upon the Christian ideals, and urge 
that Children’s Day be observed and a collection taken in every charge. Six- 
teen students were assisted at Mitchell last year to the extent of $980, while 
our contribution to this fund was only $470. 

We earnestly commend all our Christian institutions to our people of 
means. The Christian college was never more of a necessity. Its work is 
essential, not only to our own church, but to the very perpetuity of our re- 
public. 

We note the enlarged usefulness and efficiency of Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute, as a suitable place for our young men to prepare themselves for the min- 
istry. 

Dakota Wesleyan University has made a creditable record under its effi- 
cient president. Its enlarged courses, better science equipment, and growing 
library, together with its strong corps of instructors, make it the pride of our 
Methodism, and we most heartily urge that the educational collection be gath- 
ered upon the basis of fifty cents a member. 

We commend the summer school to the consideration of our church. In 
this rapidly growing field of opportunity for study, Dakota Wesleyan offers 
unique advantages to our Ministers by providing special courses suitable to 
their needs. 

We are further gratified at the action of the Black Hills Mission, in mak- 
ing Dakota Wesleyan their college, and recommend this to be the settled pol- 
icy of South Dakota Methodism. 

We nominate as visitor to Garrett Biblical Institute: W. I. Graham; J. P. 
Jenkins, alternate. 

Dakota Wesleyan: A. D. Thibodeau, J. O. Winner, and B. W. McEldowney 
to serve one, two and three years, respectively, thus making it necessary to 
elect one new visitor each year. 

We urge all our pastors and people to co-operate with the University 
authorities in making Dakota Wesleyan an institution commensurate with 
the ideals and benefits of any educational institution.

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CABINET REPORT ON DAKOTA WESLEYAN 

The Bishop and the Presiding Elders in cabinet assembled, after careful 
consideration of the interests of Dakota Wesleyan, express the judgment that 
it is, and should be, considered one of the supreme interests of Methodism by 
every Minister and layman in South Dakota. In view of indebtedness and 
unpaid subscriptions on Memorial Hall, incurring annual interest of $3,000, 
they recommed: 

1st. That every Pastor and Presiding Elder take this work upon himself 
as one of the vital interests of the church, demanding his earnest personal at- 
tention. 

|l 2nd. In view of the deficiency caused by so many of the charges failing 

f to bring up the two dollars per member pledged by the last Conference, we 

suggest that the Bishop request each Presiding Elder to call all the preachers 
I of his district to his side, and request them to stand with him as a pledge that 

they will use their utmost endeavor to bring up the deficiency on their 
charges before January 1st. The Presiding Elder to direct the campaign, but 
the personal responsibility resting upon the pastor. In cases of change of 
appointment, the pastor assuming the responsibility for the work to which 
appointed. 

3rd. In the cases of the charges which have met the apportionment, the 
pastor is requested to make further personal canvass on the last man plan, 
emphasizing the fact that the needs of the college are such that every man 
should do all that he can. 

4th. To provide against interest and any possible shrinkage which may 
occur, we further recommend that a subscription be taken with the purpose 
I ii of securing 500 ten dollar subscriptions, payable within 60 days of the date of 

the subscription, such amounts to be over and above previous subscriptions, 
and independent of the two dollars per member. In case of surplus it will 
be applied to much needed endowment. 

i 5th. We further emphasize the urgent necessity of interesting people of 

larger means in larger donations; and in the securing of legacies and annui- 
, ties. The great increase of the student body, and the growing needs of the 

institution, make it impossible to maintain the college without endowment 
I and added buildings in the near future. Our people should be made to feel 

that the giving of last-year no more relieves them than the payment of salaries, 

' or the raising of benevolences last year precludes the necessity of appeals for 

the coming year. Our success is our embarrassment, and we must provide 
■ annually and more liberally for the growing needs of this growing institu- 

tion.

6th. "We rejoice in the success of the school and that the Conference has 
secured such an able corps of teachers; we would especially commend the 
thorough work being done in the school and the work in the Y. M. C. A and 
Y. W. C. A. among the students. They are a whole souled body of young 
men and women, and going in and out among them, their words of respect 
and love for faculty and school were universal. 

If we are to have the kind of men needed for the church of tomorrow 
the school must have these things. The need is great, brethren; can it not be 
filled? "We suggest no plans, but this great school should be upon our hearts.

COMMISSION ON AGGRESSIVE EVANGELISM 

We are happy to report a growing spirit of aggressive evangelism in our 
Conference, and recommend the continuance of the Committee on Aggressive 
Evangelism, and that said committee should be definitely organized. 

We recommend as members comprising such commission, the Presiding 
Elders, one pastor and one layman from each district, the pastor and layman 
to be nominated by the Presiding Elder of the district. The officers shall be 
a president, secretary and treasurer. 

There shall be two standing committees— on Finance and on Evangelis- 
tic services. The Committee on Finance shall consist of the laymen who are 
members of this commission. The Committee on Evangelistic Services shall 
consist of the Presiding Elders, corresponding secretary, and the pastor from 
each district. This commission shall meet for definite and thorough organi- 
zation not later than November 15th next. The time and place to be deter- 
mined by the Presiding Elders. The initiation in calling this meeting shall 
be taken by the senior Presiding Elder of the Conference. 

The members of this committee on each district shall organize their own 
district for work at as early a date as possible after the adjournment of this 
Conference. Each district organization shall have the right to formulate 
such plans as will secure the largest possible results. 
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We recommend that the commission shall arrange with the local church 
where the next Conference is held to hold special evangelistic services, un- 
der direction of some prominent leader, during the Conference session. 

We recommend further that the Presiding Elders in arranging for the 
missionary campaign, plan also to emphasize the great work of aggressive 
evangelism. 

While the greatest responsibility for the success of the work of this com- 
mission rests upon the Presiding Elders, yet each pastor must feel that his 
co-operation is essential to the greatest success. 

We record our hearty appreciation of the presence arid splendid work of 
Dr. J. P. Brushingham. His messages given under the demonstration of the 
power of the Holy Spirit have been of great inspiration and blessing, and 
pledge our hearty co-operation with the General Conference commission in 
its great work.

We extend to Dr. Randall our hearty thanks and appreciation for his 
helpful visit to our Conference, from which we have received much infor- 
mation and enthusiasm for our work. We believe the time has come for thor- 
ough and effective organization of our Conference forces for successful Ep- 
worth Leagues throughout our territory, and to this end we submit the fol- 
lowing plan of Conference organization: 

That a Conference board of the Epworth League of Dakota Conference be 
constituted, the said board to consist of the Presiding Elders and three oth- 
ers from each district, one of whom shall be the president of the district Ep- 
worth League, the three members from each district to be appointed for the 
ensuing year by the Presiding Elder, and subsequently elected by the dis- 
trict cabinet. This Conference board is to supervise and promote the wel- 
fare of the League within the Conference in co-operation with the central 
office at Chicago. In the event of failure to elect on the part of any district 
meeting the Presiding Elder shall appoint said members. 

The chairman of the present Conference committee on Epworth League 
is hereby authorized to call together this board immediately upon the 
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appointment of its members, and complete the Conference organization. For 
all business meetings seven members of the board shall constitute a quorum. 

We recommend that district conventions be held throughout the Confer- 
ence, and that provision be made for an Epworth League anniversary at the 
annual Conference sessions.

TEMPERANCE 

We renew our oft-repeated declarations of hostility to the liquor traffic. 
No other enemy so wars against the morality and happiness of our people, 
and obstructs the saving mission of the church. 

Christian faith, justified by experience, gives assurance that this enemy 
can be overthrown. We heartily endorse the sentiment that when the 
churches, with united and persistent voice, shall demand the extermination 
of the liquor traffic, its end will follow speedily. 

We rejoice in the things that appear already — the reformed and reform- 
ing public sentiment; the abolition of liquor selling in the army; the steadily 
widening area of prohibition; the reviving of conscience that demands the 
honest enforcement of our laws, and the spirit of unity that is more and more 
pervading all organizations naturally hostile to the saloon. We extend cor- 
dial greetings to every agency that has contributed to these results. 

We approve of pledge signing for old and young; of efforts to redeem our 
national birthday from gross and improper uses and make it contributory to 
the advancement of temperance and patriotic sentiments; of congressional 
guarantees that prohibition shall be maintained in the Indian Territory, 
whether admitted to the Union as a state or not; and of so reforming the 
inter-state commerce laws as to make all liquors subject to state laws in 
whatever state they may be found. 

We stand committed to County Option, backed by an efficient law, as 
the next great step for us in the direction of state wide prohibition. 

We again repeat our commendation of that federation of churches known 
as the Anti-Saloon League and pledge it our support. To this end it is rec- 
ommended that the Conference appoint four of its members to represent it 
during the coming year in the Executive Board of the League, and that two 
be named as delegates to the annual convention of the American League, to 
be held at Indianapolis, Nov. 22 to 24, 1905. 

We most earnestly protest against the persistent efforts to nullify and 
break down the effectiveness of the Anti -Canteen law. We' urge our Sena- 
tors and Congressmen to oppose any attempt to repeal the present statutes 
prohibiting the sale of liquor in Army Canteens. Recent revelations in the 
private life of some of our regular army officers justify the belief that the 
faithful enforcement of the law will be beneficial to both rank and file of the 
army.

church, and has connived at the unlawful practices of the same; therefore 
Resolved, first. That we do hereby memorialize the Senate of the United 
States in the name of all our American homes and the sacred marital ties of 
the same, to declare vacant the seat of Reed Smoot, Senator from the state of 
Utah; 

Resolved, second. That we hereby memorialize the congress of the 
United States to submit to the several states of the Union an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States prohibiting polygamy and polygamous 
practices in any state or territory of the Union.

REPORT ON CONFERENCE CLAIMANTS’ FUNDS 

The following was adopted as a substitute to the report offered by the 
Committee on Permanent Conference Claimants’ Funds: 

First. The plan adopted by the New York East Conference is recom- 
mended as the most feasible for this Conference. It consists of five sources 
of revenue, viz: (1) Collections from the churches; (2) dividends from 

Book Concern; (3) dividends from Chartered Fund; (4) receipts from Per- 
manent Fund; (5) the prorata assessment of 1 per cent, of salary, exclusive 
of house rent, to all members of the Conference. 
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Second. It is further recommended that 25 per cent, of the above assess- 
ment be applied to necessitous cases the first year, 20 per cent, the second 
year, 15 per cent, the third year, 10 per cent, the fourth year, 5 per cent, the 
fifth year, but thereafter all amounts from this source be added to the Per- 
manent Fund. 

Third. It is recommended that the Secretary of the board of Conference 
trustees be the Treasurer of this fund, and that he is hereby directed to keep 
an account with each member of the Conference pertaining to the above as- 
sessment of 1 per cent, in order that they may have proper credit and that their 
allowance from this fund be in proportion to the meeting of said assessment. 

Fourth. It is proposed that the Conference place an agent in the field to 
secure subscriptions, bequests, legacies, &c., to increase the Permanent Con- 
ference Claimants’ Fund.

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PLANS AND RULES FOR EXAMINATIONS IN THE CONFERENCE COURSE OF 
STUDY ADOPTED BY DAKOTA CONFERENCE 

1— BOARD OF EXAMINERS 

The board of examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist of twelve 
members, who shall be nominated by the cabinet, and appointed by the pre- 
siding Bishop. 

The board shall be divided into four classes, of three members each, 
whose terms of service shall, at the first appointment, be for one, two, three 
and four years respectively, and thereafter for four years successively; each 
examiner being eligible for successive re-appointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the chairman of the 
board, until the ensuing annual Conference, when, appointments shall be 
made as for full terms. 

All appointments of examiners are to be made, if possible, as early as the 
third day of each annual Conference session. 

2— OFFICERS 

The board shall organize by electing from its members, annually, at its 
first regular meeting, a chairman, a vice chairman, and a secretary, who shall 
perform the usual duties of these officers. 

The work of the secretary shall also include the keeping of a permanent 
book record of the standing and credits of all candidates subject to examina- 
tion by the board; and he shall report the same to the Conference when re- 
quired. This record shall also contain the credits allowed candidates for 
work done in our literary and theological schools. 

3— EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The officers of the board shall constitute an executive committee, which 
shall have authority, under direction of the board, to select the place and fix 
the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange the literary and religious program 
in connection with the same, and attend to all general matters of business in 
the intervals between board meetings. 

4— REGULAR l^ETINGS 

The board of examiners shall hold three regular meetings each year as 
follows: 

1. At the seat of the annual Conference, before the close of the annual 
session if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, for the election of offi- 
cers and the assignment of work for the year. At this meeting the various 
examinations and other work in connection therewith should be assigned 
definitely to the several members of the board; a schedule of the studies and 
subjects in the courses, with the names of examiners, and the times of exam- 
ination, should be prepared for publication in the Conference Minutes, or 
otherwise, and general plans outlined for the mid-year meeting of the board. 
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2. A mid-year meeting to be held in the month of May of each year, the 
session not to continue longer than four days, usually from Tuesday to Fri- 
day, inclusive; the first two days being devoted mainly to special reviews, 
the last two mainly to examinations. 

All undergraduates, and, as far as possible, all candidates for admission 
to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candidates for orders, are 
required to attend this mid-year meeting, unless excused from attendance for 
adequate cause, by the chairman of the board. 

At this meeting examinations shall be conducted on at least one-half of 
the books or subjects on which examinations are to be conducted during the 
year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and religious exer- 
cises shall be provided in connection with the regular work of the session, 
for the enjoyment and profit of all in attendance. 

In place of the mid-year meeting, the board may, at its option, provide 
for mid-year examinations at district meetings. 

3. The board of examiners shall also convene at the seat of the annual 
Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session begins, to review 
and complete the work of the year, and especially to conclude the examina- 
tion of all candidates in the courses of study related to the work of that year. 
All examinations must be completed by the evening of the first day of the 
Conference session. 

5— SYSTEMATIC STUDY 

It shall be one duty of the board to secure more systematic work among 
the undergraduates in the four years’ course of study — a duty not less import- 
ant than to provide for more careful examinations. Therefore, as far as prac- 
ticable, the examiners shall give to the undergraduates and others, sugges- 
tions and instructions with reference to proper and profitable study of the 
books and subjects in all the required courses. 

6— QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the' same class, who are examined at the same time, 
shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each book or 
subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial,” the board is in- 
structed to examine first in the “Elementary English Branches,” and if the 
candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, other examinations 
shall be postponed; and he shall be required to bring up these studies before 
he is admitted to examination in others. 

In case of the unavoidable absence from the meetings of the board of any 
examiner, he shall forward his list of questions to the chairman, who will 
arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7— WRITTEN WORK 






Sermons and essays, and statement concerning reading course, shall be 
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forwarded to the appropriate examiners at least one month before the date 
of the annual Conference. 

8— GRADES AND GRADING 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minimum grade upon 
which a candidate in the regular Conference course, or for admission on trial, 
may be passed is seventy per cent, on each study or subject. 

Sermons and essays that are accepted shall be graded a, b, or c, which 
shall represent the following values: a, 100 to 90; b, 90 to 80; c, 80 to 70. 

Candidates lor local Deacons’ or Elders’ orders must reach the grade of 
at least sixty per cent. 

Each examiner shall forward to the secretary, as soon as practicable after 
the completion of the Examination, the papers, certificates and grades of each 
candidate; and the secretary shall file the papers, and make a permanent rec- 
ord of all grades and credits. On receipt of these certificates of grades and 
credits from the examiner, the secretary shall also promptly notify the can- 
didates in writing of the result of their examinations, which notification 
shall be to the candidates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examination, the sec- 
retary shall notify the chairman of the board, as well as the candidate. 

9— APPEALS 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any examiner, 
the board of examiners shall investigate the matter, and make the final de- 
cision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceding year shall be destroyed at the 
close of each session of the annual Conference; and no appeal shall be enter- 
tained thereafter. 

10— MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who has failed 
to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three books to be read; or in 
one to be studied and two to be read; or who is delinquent and equivalent 
among in other required work; and no candidate shall be entitled to exam- 
ination in advance studies until he has brought up the work on which he is 
delinquent. 

11— FEES 

To provide for the necessary expenses of the board, an annual fee of one 
dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The under-graduates of the Conference shall forward this fee to the sec- 
retary of the board, annually, within sixty days of the adjournment of Con- 
ference. On receipt of the money, the secretary shall send the candidate a 
certificate which shall entitle him to all the privileges and examinations of 
the board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must also forward 
this fee of one dollar before they can be considered eligible for examination. 
At the third meeting of the board a committee shall be appointed to audit 
the financial accounts of the secretary. 
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12 -FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the secretary of 
the board as early in the year as possible the names of all candidates for 
orders. These will be expected to take their examinations at the regular 
meeting of the board, and should be put in correspondence with the secretary 
so as to learn the requirements which apply to them. 

13— PUBLICATION 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed schedule of studies and 
assignments to examiners, shall be printed from year to year in the Confer- 
ence Minutes, and if thought necessary, the board may also publish the same 
in pamphlet form. 

14— AMENDMENTS 

The board of examiners shall be a permanent committee on the revision 
and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented; but before they 
become a valid part of the plan, or are used or published by the board, all 
proposed changes must be accepted by a vote of the Conference.

ADDENDA 

1— SCHEDULE OF CLASSES 

The chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours for the 
meeting of each, to be strictly adhered to, at the annual Conference exami- 
nation. 

2— SEPARATE BUILDING 

The board requests that a room, separate from the church in which the 
Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to hold examinations. 

3— GRADES FROM CONFERENCES 

Acceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in every instance, be 
optional with the board. A low grade, as a rule, will not be recognized. 

4— SPECIAL ADVICE. 

1. Examiners are expected as far as desirable to assist students in their 
work. Students should report progress and pursue studies under general 
directions of examiners. No student will be permitted to take any exami- 
nations in advance of the year until all the work of the year has been com- 
pleted. 

2. At least one-half of the studies are required at the mid-year exami- 
nation. 

3. Examinations will be given only at the times provided in the rules 
of the board, except in cases of emergency at the discretion of the chairman. 
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4. Examiners and students should read in Discipline, Appendix 56-60, 
also in Conference Minutes, “Plans and Rules for Examinations.” 

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision of the 
Conference Courses of Study, and examination thereon, the plans and meth- 
ods given above shall be followed, subject to revision and amendment. By 
order of the Conference.

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MEMOIR 



WILLIAM H. CORY 

'William Henry Cory was born at Jefferson, Wis., April 26, 1850, and died 
at Seattle, Wash., November 1, 1904. He was converted at 19 years of age 
and two years later entered the experience of entire sanctification. Quite 
early in his Christian life he was licensed as a local preacher and in this re- 
lationship he was more than ordinarily useful. In 1888 he was called to 
South Dakota as a supply. In 1889 he was admitted as a probationer in the 
Dakota Conference. 

For thirteen years he labored successfully as a member of this Confer- 
ence. At the end of this time he broke down through nervous prostration, in 
consequence of which he was compelled to take a supernumerary relation. 
He served the following charges in this Conference: 1889-1890, Doland and 
Frankfort; 1890-2, Columbia and Ordway; 1892-3, Ellendale; 1893-5, North- 
ville; 1895-7, Centerville; 1897-8, DeSmet; 1898-1900, Britton; 1900-1, Bath. 

Leaving South Dakota he moved to Seattle, Wash., in search of better 
health. In that climate his health was partially restored and for a year, he 
worked in one of our Methodist missions. The disease that ended his life 
then made its appearance and in seven short weeks from apparent health, he 
was brought down to death. 

Brother Cory was an earnest and zealous minister of the Gospel, whose 
ministry was attended by many revivals of religion. As a man, he possessed 
strength and nobility of character, and wherever he went, won to himself 
many friends. During his last illness, he was a patient sufferer and have 
abundant evidences of his ripeness for heaven. 

He married Miss Alida Stowell at Whitewater, Wis., and at the time of 
his death had completed with her, just twenty-eight years of happy wedded 
life. But one son survives, Arthur S. Cory, an earnest Methodist layman, 
who resides at Chehalis, Wash.
